After the war I became the editor 
and proprietor of the Glasgow (Ky.) 
T im es, but sold the plant in 1867, and 
with Tom R. Burnett published the 
Greenville (Tex.) Independent, as the 
successor to the Gladiator, until Ap­ 
ril, 186$. 
May I, 1868, in connection 
with Mr. Burnett, we established the 
Denton Monitor and I bought my 
partner’s interest on the first of the 
following December. 
I am still the 
editor of the Monitor, having labored 
J i I this city during the past forty 
years in the inte: est of the people of 
the entire state. 
I am a democrat, dyed in the wool. 
I was chairman of the Denton county 
democratic executive committee for 
twelve years and was elected a dele­ 
gate and as such attended the Balti­ 
more national democratic convention. 
I believe in the principles of democ­ 
racy as enunciated by Thomas Jeffer­ 
son and maintained by Senator Bai­ 
ley, and affirm that it is the duty of 
every voter to support the nominees 
of his party. 
I am in favor of W. J. Bryan for 
president of the United States and 
stand upon the national 
and state 
democratic platforms, the demands of 
which should be made operative byj 
appropriate legislation.

Offered. 


Now is the opportune time for the 
farmers of Texas to give a part of 
their attention to hog raising. Hogs 
now command a higher price than 
for years, and those fam iliar with 
industrial, conditions throughout the 
country are of the opinion that the 
present values are substantial and 
likely to hold. 
Texas raises less than half enough 
hogs to furnish its own meat supply, 
and in this respect the State is neg­ 
lecting a great opportunity. 
Texas 
should not only raise enough hogs 
for the use of its own people, but 
should be furnishing the great cen­ 
ters of population outside the State 
with pork, just as it furnishes them 
with beef. A State’s commercial su­ 
premacy is in proportion to the ex­ 
cess of its exports over its imports 
Sometimes the plaint is hoard that 
there is no profit in hog raising in 
Texas. 
If it is profitable anywhere 
in the world, hog raising can be made 
profitable in Texas. 
It is profitable 
in other sections, otherwise the pack 
ing plants would have to eliminate 
the hog department entirely. 
Two or three things have contrib­ 
uted to the opinion held by some that 
hog raising is not profitable. 
One 
is, that many who have experiment­ 
ed with this branch of farming have 
started with the wrong breed of hogs. 
That is the first im portant thing to 
consider—start with a breed of hogs 
that grow rapidly and take on fat 
readily. Scrub stock of any kind are 
more liable to disease, and have less 
capacity for assimilating feed. 
Also the hog raiser should have 
on his own farm enough corn for his 


ogizes.

ow less than half the amount of 
corn is required for the hog to at­ 
tain the same weight in the same 
time. 
This method reduces the ex­ 
pense mightily. 
One sign that conditions are ripe 
for hog raising is the full-page ad­ 
vertisements that within the past few 
months have appeared in the leading 
dailies of Texas urging the farmers 
to action. 
Another is the news from 
Fort Worth that both Armour’s and 
Sw ift’s plants are to be materially 
enlarged. 
Give the hog a chance, 
alone with the hen and the cow.— Ar 
lington Journal.

San Francisco, Cal., May 8.—The 
great naval, military and civic pa­ 
rade, constituting the chief feature 
of yesterday’s celebration of the ar­ 
rival of the Atlantic fleet, started 
from the foot of Market Street on 
its long march through the leading 
business sections of the city shortly 
after 9 o’clock in the morning. There 
were about 15,000 men in line, 8500 
being marines and sailors from the 
ships in the bay. 
A large force of 
regular troops from the Presidio, the 
marine corps, naval m ilitia, N ation­ 
al Guard of California, veterans of 
the Mexican, 
Civil 
and Spanish 
Wars, California Pioneers and vari­ 
ous semi-military organizations and 
officials and prim inent citizens in 
carriages made up the rest of tho 
procession. 
Secretary of the Navy 
Metcalf, Governor Gillette of Cal­ 
ifornia and staff, Mayor Taylor of 
San F ran cisco and Rear Admiral 
Evans and staff rode in carriages in 
the first division, which was headed 
b the grand marshal, Brigadier Gen­ 
eral Rooster of the National Guard 
of California and staff. The division 
was composed of regular troops com­ 
manded by Brigadier General F un­ 
ston, including detachments from 
the infantry, cavalry, signal corps 
and United States engineers. 
The Salt Lake battalion of H igh 
School Cadets acted as special escort 
to Rear Admiral Evans, whose car­ 
riage was followed by others contain­ 
ing the commanding officers of his 
fleet and foreign consuls. 
The second division, headed by 
Captain 
Seaton 
Schroeder, 
com­ 
manding the United Static naval 
forces, consisted entirely of marines 
and sailors from the Atlantic aud 
Pacific fleets. 
It was Hie longest di­ 
vision in the parade, and the blue­ 
jackets were cheered all along tho 
line. 
Colonel D. Smith, commanding a 
provisional brigade of the National 
Guard of California, headed the 
third division. 
A company of sig­

jug, add

supposed to m ake one gallon. 
When 
jug is full cork and it is ready for use. 
W’hen washing, add half cupful fluid 
to two pails of w ater in which to soak 
the clothes. 
Add the sam e am ount to 
the boiler. 
It will need less soap and 
the clothes will be clean and white 
with little work. 


Scrub Mop. 
The best scrub or mop cloth is 
made this way: 
T ake old 
stocking 
legs, cut open at seam in back, sew 
together, using the longest stitch of 
your machine, alternating tops and 
bottoms, which will m ake the cloth 
square. 
Use as many as you wish. 
These take up the w ater more readily 
than any other kind and consequently 
save much time. 


To Make Own Baking Powder. 
Take one-half pound cream tartar, 
one-half pound soda, three ounces ta r­ 
taric acid, one-half pint flour.

oughly mixed. 
Put in tight tin can. 
In using it when baking use the same 
am ount you would of any good baking 
powder. 


Marinading Makes Meat Tender. 
M arinading is a process with a for­ 
midable nam e and a simple meaning. 
To m arinade is simply to soak meat 
in a mixture for some hours, or even 
days, with the idea of improving its 
flavor or softening its fibers and m ak­ 
ing it tender. Vinegar, oil, pepper and 
salt are mixed together and the meat 
packed in the mixture. 
Sometimes a 
sliced onion and some herbs are added. 
The m eat should, of course, be wiped 
first, but not washed. 
The* process is 
more frequently used for m eat than 
for fish.—The Delineator.
